While Russian soldiers were re- 
ported gaining ground in their ofe- 
fensive around Voronezh, the mid- 
night communique acknowledged 
that the Red armies in the deep 
south were fighting in the areas 
Tsimlyansk, near the Don about 
130 miles northeast of Rostov and 
about 120 miles southwest of 
Stalingrad, and in the Novocher- 
Kaask area just about 20 miles out- 
side Rostov proper, 

“Qur troops fought fherce batties 
in the area of Novocherkaask,’ the 
midnight communique said. “On 
another. sector our men during 
two davs fought fierce battles with 
numerically superior enemy forces. 
In these hattles the Getmans lost 
more than 1,000 mé@n and officers 
killed.” : 

The Russians said their troops 
also suffered considerable losses 
and withdrew to new positions 

In the Voronezh sector some 
250 miles north of the critical Ros- 
tov area, the Russian announced, 
their soldiers captured a populated 
place straddling a highway and 
continued to advance in an offerf- 
sive which apparently hopes to 
bring some relief to the armies of 
the deep south. 

During yesterday, the 
munique added, 15 enemy 
were destroyed and about 2,000 
men were preparing to storm a 
defended Russian bridge-head on 
the Askai-Touzlov waterline at 
Novocherkaask. 

Location of the battle area abolt 
Tsimlyansk did not precisely con- 
firm the German claim to forcing

Sees Litvinoff. 

In addition to joining in the 
council's discussion, President 
Roosevelt conferred with the Rus- 
sian ambassador, Maxim Litvi- 
noff, who, whether or not by 
coincidence, arrived at the White 
House soon after an 
ment in Moscow that both Stalin- 
grad and Rostov had been im- 
perilled by new German ad- 
VANCES, 

Nazi successes have 
demands in Russia, Great Britain 
and the United States for the 
opening of an invasion front in 
western Europe. Litvinoff told re- 
porters, however, that he and the 
President had not discussed the 
second front.

Virtually the entire session, 
which lasted more than an hour,

The men who manage things in Washington, whether elected or 
appointed, are ordinary men like the lawyer, editor, dentist and 
grocer in your own community. They passed no examination to 
prove their knowledge and understanding. Many of them gave proof 
of ability by making money in their chosen professions, but few had 
special training for their present jobs. They had to learn from the 
beginning, and they learned by doing. That is the best way, but 
sometimes slow. : 

These ordinary men, learning their jobs by trial and error, were 
in charge when war came or were appointed soon after. Some of 
them are growing up to their responsibility, but others are not. 

Those who cannot measure up to their jobs cannot be blamed for 
their incapacity, but we are inviting trouble if we do not find 
better men to replace them. Failing to use our most capable men 
as managers in time of war is no less dangerous than failing to 
produce the best possible weapons. 

A recent magazine article revealed the fact that many mechanics 
have shown remarkable skill in devising new gadgets and methods 
to speed up war production and improve their product. These men 
are not newly gifted. They had equal skill and inventiveness be- 
fore the war began. But business was moving in a comfortable rut; 
prices took care of inefficiency; and there was little encouragement 
to show: originality. 

Now, under the spur of war’s necessity, all men are encouraged 
to do their utmost, and men who were overlooked in the mass of 
mediocrity are given a chance to show their ability. They had the 
stuff; all they needed was a chance. They are a national resource, 
now made available for the first time. 

What industry has done, the Army and Navy are at last planning 
to do. As Germany selected military leaders by a hard process af 
elimination, so we are planning to give obscure men an opportunity 
to prove their ability and climb as high as merit will take them. 
If there is hidden genius in the ranks, it will be found. 

This plan will meét with public approval, for it is obviously the 
way to win a war. But it should not be limited to the Army and

These credit unions are growing all over the country, but they 
do not serve quite the same purpose since they are open only to 
certain groups of employes, and cannot be used by the average 
citizen in a community. 

Mr. Langdon also tells me of an interesting project known as 
the Greater New York Neighborhood Athletic Association, which 
sponsors a physical fitness program among working boys. On 
August 2, at Randall’s Island, they will hold a relay carnival for 
the various district groups thrroyghout the five borough in the city 
of New York. There is no question but what a program of this kind 
is of great value to-boys who are at work, and cannot afford the 
kind of athletics which would cost them much money. 


I feel sure that throughout this country there are many cities 
now promoting programs such as these, perhaps through the efforts 
of Mr. John Kelley’s physical fitness program, which was started to 
help in the war effort. Such a program certainly belongs in the 
all-year-round effort of every municipality or area interested in 
the health of its citizens.

Werber continues, “To me, one of the most amaz- 
ing things in major league baseball is how well the 
players hold their tempers in the face of everyday 
inefficiency on the part of umpires. (He knows how 
well they do it with fines being what they are). 
When you consider that a player’s best work is often 
nullified by poor decisions and his pay check en- 
dangered, outbursts against umpires are extremely 


few.” 


This is a new wrinkle, blaming an umpire for a bad 


season. 


One must admit that a play goes against a team 


now and then. But seldom is any individual player blamed. 
What does Werber mean by an umpire endangering his pay 


check? 


As a three-page squawk, the Werber piece ranks high 


in literature. 


And the major league writers of whom he com- 
plains were there long before Werber got to the 
majors, and they’ll still be there long after he de- 


parts. 


Some of them probably helped him along in his career 


with kind observations here and there. 


Certainly they all 


didn’t pan him or he wouldn’t even be around as a regular 


today. 
And he can lay to that. 


Skill? Sure 


It takes a bit of skill to be a baseball 
player, to be sure. But so does it take 


skill to be a master mechanic, a ship builder, and so forth. 


And so on. 


It’s hot in July and August with the sun streaming 


down on a diamond. 


But it is no less hot in a foundry with molten 
iron pouring into the forms. 

Few men earn $10,000 a vear at a trade that takes 
up less than three hours’ time a day, and less than 


six months’ time a year. 


Werber picked out a poor time to squawk about the 
hardships confronting a baseball player. 

It’s a subject packed with dynamite. 

Editorial writers who don’t like baseball could be pretty 
nasty about it, bringing in the angles of war and dough- 
boys facing cold steel in a foreign land and the heat of a 


fox hole. Or a tank. 


Baseball men, as a whole, are thankful they are 
living in a country that approves the survival of a 


game in trying times. 


And they’ll hardly appreciate the laments of a player 
by whom this game has done pretty well. 

Is one to presume Werber did the piece in behalf of his 
fellow players and did not charge for his petty observa- 


tions?
